B* the Qualities of the find 1 mean the effluviums of the 
ſenſitive Appetite and rational Soul, from the firſt of 
which are produced thoſe two natural Principles of Luſt and 
Anger, Love and Hate, and all other ſenſible Efects of the 
ſenſitive Appetite, to which is joined the Rational Soul, the 
very ipſa hominis forma Informans, by which we are diſtinguiſh- 
ed from bruits, and is thought by ſome to have an intrinſick 
Plaſtick virtue to nouriſh the Embrio in the Womb.
